towards Soviet citizens on duty abroad" and to demand of them "strengthened

b. "illtary and civilian personnel are forbidden to move from the locality 
where they are assigned to any other town except by npecial order from 
their commanding officer.

If the offender is a member of the 
Soviet Amy, he Is to be confined in the guardhouse , regardless of rank} 
civilian offenders are to lie placed in a "preliminary imprisonment cell”

e. German restaurant owners are to be notified by the Ge^ police ttetttey 
are forbidden to serve Soviet personnel, and that violation of this rule 
will result in fines and revocation of licences. 

f. German women entertaining Soviet citizens in their homes ^11 be pugsh^ 
for' prostitution, even in cases where a child has been born of the liaison. 

g. Visits to Berlin are permitted only by special order, 

h. A special stoclmde is to be set up in Berlin to r 1 Russian ^omen caught 
dealing on the black market. These women wall be sent back to the USSR 
within 24 hours after their arrest. 

i. Personal automobiles of Soviet citizens are to be placed in a common 
garage and released for the use of the owners only by special order of 
the commanding officer accompanied by a trip ticket.
